TO TAX PRACTICES

12.—Lax 
operating practices on the Union 
Traction 
Company’s 
lines

blamed for the accident of Feb­ 
ruary 2, near Ingalls, Ind., which re­ 
sulted in the death of 16 and injury 
of 26 persons in a report to the 
bureau of safety of the interstate 
commerce commission. 
The accident was a head-on col­ 
lision between two interurbán cars, 
on a single 
track 
line 
where 
trains are operated by time tables, 
train orders, and 
an 
automatic 
block signal system. 
The 
block 
system was not in operation when 
the accident occurred, the report 
said. 
“The direct cause of the acci­ 
dent," the report said, “was an 
error in the transmission, receipt

697,000 lias been raised 
for 
relief 
purposes, while the total running ex­ 
penses of the organization in that 
w'bole period amounted to $3,930,000. 
The extremely low ratio of adminis­ 
tration costs Mr, Van M’inkle said 
was largely due to the number of 
\olunteer workers which 
the 
Near 
East Relief 
organization has 
been 
able to command. 
Mr. Van W inkle read from a re­ 
port of Dr. Robert E. Speer, presi­ 
dent of the Foreign Mission Board 
of the Presbyterian church, in which 
he said recently, “It 
would 
be a 
sham e to have brought this work for­ 
ward to its present stage and nowr 
to abandon it when a few additional 
years of continued generosity on the 
part of the American people would 
finish the task.” He emphasized the 
necessity of continuing the work un­ 
til the orphans, 85 per cent of whom 
are under twelve years of age, are 
able to support themselves.
